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April  Trade  Surplus  Down  -  The 

April  agricultural  trade  surplus  fell 
$442  million  to  $1 .5  billion,  the 
largest  month-to-month  drop  since 
April  1989.  Exports  declined  17 
percent  to  $3.3  billion,  while  imports 
were  down  12  percent  at  $1.9  billion. 
The  cumulative  trade  surplus  for 
October  1989-April  1990  totaled 
$1 1 .8  billion,  unchanged  from  a 
year  ago  (table  3). 

Exports  Down  in  April  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  fell  season¬ 
ally  in  April  to  $3.3  billion,  $690 
million  below  the  previous  month. 
Decreases  in  cattle  hides,  meat, 
wheat,  rice,  sorghum,  animal  feeds, 
soybean  meal,  soybeans,  vegetable 
oils,  cotton,  and  tobacco  more  than 
offset  increases  in  corn,  barley, 
and  dairy  products.  October-April 
exports  totaled  $25.3  billion,  3  per¬ 
cent  ahead  of  the  same  period  a 
year  ago. 

Corn  export  volume  was  virtually  un¬ 
changed  in  April  at  4.9  million  tons 
valued  at  $577  million.  The  Soviet 
Union  replaced  Japan  as  the  largest 
market,  taking  almost  1 .6  million 
tons.  Other  major  markets  in  April 
included  Taiwan,  Spain,  Korea,  and 
Mexico.  Average  export  unit  value 
increased  $4  a  ton  to  $117. 

Wheat  exports  fell  sharply  during 
April  to  2.3  million  tons  valued  at 
$355  million.  March  exports  had 
been  inflated  by  a  carryover  in  re¬ 
porting  from  January.  The  Soviet 
Union  remained  the  largest  U.S. 
wheat  market  in  April,  taking 
761 ,000  tons,  followed  by  Japan, 
China,  Algeria,  Egypt,  Taiwan,  and 
Venezuela.  The  wheat  export  unit 
value  fell  4  percent  to  $154  a  ton. 

Soybean  exports  fell  50  percent  in 
volume  from  the  previous  month  to 
1 .2  million  tons  valued  at  $277 
million.  This  pattern  follows  the 
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typical  seasonal  downturn  in  April 
when  South  American  supplies 
become  available.  Shipments  to  the 
EC  fell  significantly,  accounting  for 
most  of  the  decline.  Other  major 
markets  included  Japan,  Taiwan, 
and  Korea.  Soybean  meal  exports 
were  down  24  percent  to  393,000 
tons.  The  export  unit  value  for 
soybeans  rose  $8  to  $233  a  ton, 
while  soybean  meal  unit  values  fell 
$12  a  ton  to  $204. 

Cotton  exports  fell  steeply  in  April  to 
160,000  tons,  57,000  tons  below  the 
March  figure.  The  U.S.  cotton  mar¬ 
kets  showing  the  largest  decline  in 
April  were  China,  Korea,  and  Japan. 
The  cotton  export  unit  value  fell 
again  in  April,  dropping  $22  a  ton  to 
$1,573. 

Imports  Decline  in  April  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  of  $1 .9  billion 
in  April  were  12  percent  below 
March’s  record  level.  The  cumu¬ 
lative  import  figure  for  October- 
April  reached  $13.5  billion,  6  per¬ 
cent  above  the  same  period  a  year 
ago.  Fruit  and  vegetable  imports 
(including  bananas)  fell  season¬ 
ally  by  26  percent  to  $477  million. 
Coffee  imports  of  $170  million  were 
down  15  percent  from  the  previous 
month.

FY  1990  Exports  Forecast  at 
$40  Billion  -  The  FY  1990  export 
forecast  was  increased  in  May  to 
$40  billion,  the  highest  figure  since 
the  record  $43.8  billion  in  FY  1981. 
Much  of  the  increase  stems  from  a 
change  in  the  reporting  systems 
between  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Each  country  was  under¬ 
reporting  exports.  The  outlook  was 
also  bolstered  by  improved  pros¬ 
pects  for  U.S.  corn,  soybeans,  and 
cotton  (see  table  4).
